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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amended claims 1 ,6, 8, 10, 20, 22, 25, 27, 29, 39, 41, 47, 48, 54, and 55 have introduced further 
detail regarding the calculations involved in determining the target display coordinates and require further consideration. For example: 
The amendment of independent claim 1 introduces new limitations, including: "determining a distance, Dvo, between a vertical edge of the 
original graphic data object and a vertical edge of the original screen, and a distance Dho, between a horizontal edge of the original 
graphic data object and a horizontal edge of the original screen;" which require a new examination of the merits of claim 1 . 
The amendment of independent claim 1 to introduce the limitations of canceled claim 3, including: "calculating a height ratio" and 
"calculating the stretch distance, S, such that: S = Wts - (Rh * Wos);" requires a new examination of the new combination of direct 
dependent claims 2 and 6, neither of which previously included the limitations of canceled claim 3. 
Further, the following limitations are new and raise new issues that require further consideration and search: 

Claims 6, 20 introduces a new limitation to the case: "calculating intermediate display coordinates based on the calculated Hto, Wto, Dvt, 
and Dht". Claim 10 introduces a new limitation to the case: "identifying a rectagular third original graphic". 
The above examples are non-exhaustive and other issues arise from the amended claims.
